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DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is a response to tine restriction requirement filed on 6/17/2008. 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Species B, claim 3 with newly submitted 
claims 4 and 5, in the reply filed on 6/17/2008 is acknowledged. 

2. The non-elect claims 1 and 2 are cancelled in the reply filed on 6/17/2008. 

Drawings 

3. Figures 1 and 2 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because 
only that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

4. This application does not contain an abstract of the disclosure as required by 37 
CFR 1 .72(b). An abstract on a separate sheet is required. 
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5. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

The following title is suggested: -A DIGITAL ALTERNATING-CURRENT 
GENERATING METHOD-. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification sliall conclude witli one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claims 3-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

There are numerous phrases and clauses that are naming the claimed invention 
devices by other descriptive words other than what Is used in the disclosure that are 
vague, indefinite, and/or awkwardly and confusingly worded, and therefore, are not fully 
understood. Further, it is extremely difficult to decipher and pin point each claimed 
invention devices with that of the figures and causing confusion (i.e., vague and 
unclear). The following are examples of such deficiencies: 

As per claim 3 the phrase "making the inner and outer cross-section shapes of 
an iron core differ from each other, so as to make electric wire at the inner portion of a 
coil wound around the iron core be shorter than that of the outer portion thereof as 
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recited in lines 3 and 5 renders the claim vague and indefinite. It is unclear as to what 
the "inner and outer cross-section shapes of an iron core differ from each other" is 
meant. What is the cross-section shapes of the iron core differ from each other? Where 
are the inner and outer cross-section shapes of an iron core indicated? 

Also, the phrase "to make electric wire at the inner portion of a coil wound around 
the iron core be shorter than that of the outer portion thereof renders the claim vague 
and indefinite. It is unclear as to what the inner and outer portions of the coil are 
indicated. It is also confuse how the inner portion of the coil can be shorter than outer 
portion. Are the electric wire same with the coil? 

Also, the phrase "make the magnetism balance the speed of current" renders the 
claim vague and indefinite. It is unclear as to what the magnetism balance and the 
speed of current can be made. 

Although, every applicant is entitled to make up new terminologies, as so desired, 
please clarify what the deficiencies are so that the examiner can clearly understand and 
prosecute the merits of the invention by pointing out the claimed devices in the 
specification and the drawings in the next communication. Applicant's full cooperation 
will be greatly appreciated. 



8. No art rejections have been applied to the claim 6, since there are a great deal of 
confusion and uncertainty as to the proper interpretation of the limitations of claims.
